a C. Mehl, city clerk, said to- 
vi na Upland News editorial of 
1 made a mis-statement. The 
ict questioned is as follows: 
“It is a fact that at least two per- 
sons verbally applied for the posi- 
tion through the city clerk, yet 
their names were never present- 
ed.” 

The News statement was made 
on the basis of a letter written by 
Richard Ibanez, local attorney, to 
the Upland city councilmen fol- | 
lowing fhe appointment of a city 
judge on Nov. 24. 

Mr. Ibanez’s letter, in part, 
states: ‘On Tuesday, Nov. 21, I 
spoke to Ernie Mehl, our city! 
clerk, and at that time I express- 
ed to him my desire to be consid- 
ered as a candidate for that posi- 
tion when and if such appoint- 
ment should be made. 

“J did not consider it fitting and 
proper that at the time our be- 
loved friend Judge Burlingame | 
was at his death-bed I should ap- 
ply for his position, less so when | 
the shock of his death was atill 
vivid in our mind and memory, 
that reason I did nothing, 
trusting, however, that if the sub- 
ject of appointment should come 
up, the city clerk would inform 
you of my desire to be considered 
as a candidate, and inform me 


that the subject was before you.” : 


Mr. Mehl explained this morn- 
ing that on the morning of Judge 
Burlingame’s death he called City 
Attorney Edward E. Gray, notified 
him of the death, and asked for 
legal advice. Later in the morn- 
ing Mr, Mehl notified Mr. Gray of 
the time set for the meeting. 

The two men--Mr. Gray and 
Mr. Ibanez—occupy the same 
building and their telephone num- 
Mr. Mehl said 
he had assumed that Mr. Gray 
would advise Mr. Ibanez- of the 
situation, Since the men are not 
associated together but only oc- 
cupy the same office, there was no 
report to Mr. Ibanez from Mr. 
|Gray concerning the meeting. 

Mr. Ibanez admitted, however, 
that he didn’t “demand” that the 
city clerk submit his name to the 
councilmen.
